Be it enacted by the People of the State of |Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Departnent of Transportation Law of the
Cvil Admnistrative Code of Illinois is anmended by changing

Section 2705-505 as foll ows:

(20 ILCs 2705/2705-505) (was 20 |ILCS 2705/ 49. 30)

Sec. 2705-505. Signs i ndi cating travel -rel ated
facilities or tourist-oriented businesses. The Departnment
shall, where economcally feasible and safe, install along
various interstate highways and other freeways wth ful
control of access, except those that are toll highways, signs
to alert notorists of the travel-related facilities avail able
in comunities served by upcomng interstate exits. The
Department may also install, along other rural State
hi ghways, signs to alert notorists of the tourist-oriented
busi nesses available on intersecting hi ghways and roads under
local jurisdiction in rural areas. The Departnent has the
authority to sell or |ease space on the signs to the owners
or operators of the facilities and to pronulgate rules and
regul ations for the |leasing or purchasing of space.

The Departnment nmy contract for the operation and

adm ni stration of the programrequired by this Section in

accordance with the Illinois Procurenent Code. A contractor
under this Section nust provide marketing, installation,
mai nt enance, and replacenent of signs. A contract nay

provide for a flat fee or a percentage of revenues for the

State. A contract nust retain for the Departnment approval of

sign |l ocations, marketing fees, and maxi num f ee char ges.
